Clo u d y skies alo ng the Atlantic 
Seabo ard to d ay bro u ght relief 
fro m the seaso n’s first wid e­ 
sp read heat wav e, while rain d is-, 
p elled threat o f d ro u th in o ther 
sectio ns o f the co u ntry . 
Ho ttest weather o f the y ear 
was rep o rted in sev eral cities, in­ 
clu d ing Baltimo re, where the 
mercu ry reached 94 , New7 Yo rk 
City , 92, Newark, 96, Detro it, 90, 
and Chicago 88. 
It was 100 d egrees at Pho enix , 
the natio n’s ho t sp o t. In Wash­ 
ingto n, co ngress sweltered u nd er 
a temp eratu re o f 95. 
Two heat d eaths acco mp anied 
the mercu ry ’s climb to 94 d egrees 
at Philad elp hia, where a 4 4 -y ear 
reco rd fo r May 31 was eq u alled . 
There was o ne heat fatality in 
New Yo rk City . 
No rth Atlantic ship s were ad ­ 
v ised by the Nav y Dep artment 
and the Co ast Gu ard to trav el 
far so u th o f their u su al lanes to 
av o id an almo st u np reced ented 
so u thern flo e o f icebergs. 
Lake breezes d ro p p ed the tem­ 
p eratu re to 4 5 d egrees at Du lu th, 
while the rest o f Minneso ta 
bu rned in the high 90’s. 
Rains sp attered western and 
no rthern No rth Dako ta, o ffset­ 
ting d amage to cro p s, bu t o ther 
.actio ns o f the state were in need 
o f p recip itatio n. Farmers in the 
Red Riv er Valley ex p ressed co n­ 
cern o v er ho t wind s that re­ 
mo v ed the so il's reserv e mo istu re

Heav y rain bro ke a d ro u th in

Barberto n, O., Ju ne 1 (JP) — 
Inv estigato rs u nearthed a bro k­ 
en gas main to d ay o u tsid e the 
wrecked scho o l bu ild ing where a 
blast inju red 53 child ren and 
fo u r ad u lts. 
Fire Chief Clau d e Witwer said 
a co mp lete break was fo u nd in 
the 1^-inch p ip e feed ing the 
frame temp o rary scho o l, a fo r­ 
mer resid ence, with natu ral gas. 
The break, he said , was abo u t 
nine feet o u tsid e the basement 
and the 
gro u nd aro u nd the 
break was p ermeated with fu mes. 
Witwer said inv estigato rs the­ 
o rized that fu mes p erhap s seep ed 
into the basement fro m the 
break. 
Of the 57 inju red , two small 
child ren and a janito r were giv ­ 
en scarcely a fighting chance to 
su rv iv e. 
Do cto rs d escribed as serio u s 
the co nd itio n o f fo u r o thers, in­ 
clu d ing a teacher. Thirty -o ne o f 
the 57 inju red were co nfined to 
ho sp itals. 
The blast o ccu rred at mid ­ 
afterno o n y esterd ay , blo wing o u t 
walls and bu ckling the flo o rs o f 
the two -sto ry , eight-ro o m stru c­ 
tu re, a resid ence co nv erted last 
fall into a temp o rary scho o l fo r 
first to fifth grad e p u p ils. 
Tho se, near d eath were “first- 
grad ers” Do ro thy Yo u ng, 6, and 
Frances Fisher, 7 , bo th inju red 
abo u t the head and bo d y , and P. 
S. White, 59, janito r, critically 
bu rned . 
Serio u sly hu rt were Ray Clem­ 
ens, 7 , internal inju ries; Lu cind a 
Williams, 7 , Negro , bu rns; Mary 
Mattingly , 7 , p o ssible sku ll frac­ 
tu re, and Miss Mabelle Miller, 38, 
IB teacher, fractu red leg and 
ribs and p o ssible internal in­ 
ju ries. 
The state d ep artment o f in­ 
d u strial relatio ns o p ened an in­ 
v estigatio n o f the traged y , re­ 
mind fu l o f the 1937 New Lo n­ 
d o n, Tex ., scho o l blast in which 
297 child ren and teachers met 
d eath. The U. S. bu reau o f mines 
o rd ered two chemical engineers 
who hav e sp ecialized in gas to 
inv estigate. 
“The wo rst p art o f this is that 
so me o f the little girls p ro bably 
will be d isfigu red fo r life,” said 
a wo rkman who aid ed in rescu e 
wo rk. 
The janito r, who said he had 
been bu rning p ap er in the base­ 
ment, mu ttered befo re lap sing 
into u nco nscio u sness: “The who le 
basement mu st hav e been filled 
with gas.” 
As the blast rip p ed the bu ild - 
ng ap art, the sid es o f the stru c­ 
tu re cru mp led .

The regio nal labo r relatio ns 
bo ard at Cincinnati, O., has u n­ 
d er co nsid eratio n ju risd ictio nal 
d ifferences amo ng emp lo y es o f 
the Benham mine. The U. M. W. 
and Pro gressiv e Miners* Unio n 
(A. F. L. bo th claim a majo rity 
o f the emplo y es. 


bell, Owensbo ro , Ky ., reserv e o f­ 
ficer, Mo seley said : 
“While I d o n’t agree with him 
o n so me things, so me o f liis re­ 
marks were mo st assu ring.” 
Qu estio ned abo u t that state­ 
ment, Mo seley to ld the co mmit- 
ee he tho u ght Hitler’s remarks 
abo u t the Jews were “ap p ro p ri­ 
ate.” 
“I ap p ro v e Mr. Hitler’s remarks 
nso far as he referred to certain 
ntem atio nal co ntro l o f Jewry ,” 
Mo seley ad d ed at ano ther p o int. 
“I’m no t say ing I ap p ro v e o f 
so me o f his metho d s bu t I ap ­ 
p ro v e his taking back and p lac­ 
ing in the hand s o f the German 
p eo p le the co ntro l o f that na­ 
tio n.” 
At the start o f to d ay ’s sessio n 
a my sterio u s aid e d eclined to let 
the retired army o fficer d rink 
fro m a water su p p ly p ro v id ed fo r 
witnesses befo re the co mmittee. 
This incid ent o ccu rred after 
the general asked Rhea Whitely , 
co mmittee co u nsel, whether he 
wo u ld “gu arantee” the 
water 
su p p ly . 
The aid e, who refu sed to id en­ 
tify 
himself 
to n e w s m e n , 
warned the general, “d o n’t to u ch 
t. ” 
He' to o k a p artly filled glass 
fro m the table and carried it to a 
water co o ler in the co rner where 
he refilled it. 
The incid ent recalled the fact 
that o n at least o ne p rev io u s o c­ 
casio n the general had been in 
fear o f his life.

To wnsend Plan 
Is Vo ted Do wn 
By Hu ge Margin 


Co ng ress Crushes Ho pes fo r 
Elderly Peo ple Getting 
$2 0 0 a Mo nth Pen­ 
sio n. 


Washingto n, Ju ne 1 (JP) — The 
To wnsend o ld age p ensio n bill 
was cru shed in the ho u se to d ay 
by an o v erwhelming v o te. 
Ju st befo re the final v o te, a 
lo u d cho ru s o f no es sq u elched 
an 
effo rt 
by 
Rep resentativ e 
Tread way (R-Mass) to send the 
bill back to co mmittee with a 
v iew to bringing fo rth a bill that 
wo u ld p ro v id e “ju st and eq u it­ 
able p ensio ns” fo r eld erly p er­ 
so ns “o n a p ay as y o u go basis.” 
The v o te was 302 to 97 . 
That the lo ng-d iscu ssed p ro ­ 
p o sal wo u ld bo b u p again in p o ­ 
litical camp aigns and in co n­ 
gress was d eemed su re by p ro ­ 
p o nents and critics alike. 
The bill, to p ay p ensio ns u p to 
$200 mo nthly to p erso ns 60 and 
o v er, wo u ld hav e p ro v id ed rev ­ 
enu e fo r p ay ing its benefits 
thro u gh a grad u ated transac­ 
tio ns tax ranging fro m o ne-half 
to o ne to two p er cent. 


Go v ernment Plane Is 
Fo rced Do wn In State 


Plainfield , Ind ., Ju ne 1 (JP) — 
A. U. S. nav y p ilo t was inju red 
slightly and six o ther p erso ns 
were shaken to d ay when a twin- 
mo to red nav al p lane mad e a 
breed land ing in a mu d d y field 
two miles no rthwest o f here. 
The inju red man was Geo rge 
W. Du nn, co -p ilo t o f the ship 
which was en ro u te fro m Wash- 
ngto n to San Diego , Calif. He is 
attached to the nav al fly ing 
field in Washingto n. 


Bo at Is Gu ard ed At Hav ana When 900 
German Jews Are Refu sed Entrance 


Hav ana, Cu ba, Ju ne 1 OP) — 
Po lice in lau nches and abo ard 
the German liner Saint Lu is 
kep t clo se gu ard to d ay at the 
req u est o f the cap tain who fear­ 
ed a series o f su icid e attem p ts 
amo ng 917 German Jewish p as­ 
sengers d enied entrance to Cu ba. 
The p assenger refu gees were 
to start back to Germany this 
afterno o n, u nless a last minu te 
d ecisio n p ermitted their immi­ 
gratio n here. 
The ship ’s rep resentativ e was 
instru cted to d eliv er a memo ­ 
rand u m signed by wo men and 
child ren abo ard the Saint Lu is 
to the wife o f Presid ent Fed er­ 
ico Lared o Bru , req u esting her 
aid in seeking p ermissio n fo r all 
to land . 
One refu gee slashed his wrists 
and ju mp ed o v erbo ard Tu esd ay . 
He was rescu ed , bu t Cap tain 
Gu stav Shro ed er info rmed au ­ 
tho rities he feared a “co llectiv e 
su icid e p act” was being co nsid - 


Washingto n, Ju ne 1 (JP) — Al­ 
tho u gh v irtu ally ackno wled ging 
d efeat in the ho u se, ad v o cates o f 
the To wnsend o ld age p ensio n 
till co ntend ed to d ay that their 
strength wo u ld be felt in the 
194 0 co ngressio nal electio ns. 
Befo re d ebate o n the p ro p o sal 
to p ay p ensio ns u p to $200 a 
mo nth end ed y esterd ay , Rep . 
Hend ricks 
(D-Fla), 
the 
bill’s 
sp o nso r, to ld the ho u se in ref­ 
erence to its o p p o nents: 
“When the nex t electio n ro lls 
aro u nd , there’ll be many mem­ 
bers who ’ll hav e a mo st d ifficu lt 
time lau ghing it o ff.” 
The chamber was called into 
sessio n to d ay at 11 a. m. (EST) 
fo r a final v o te o n the bill, which 
has been a bu rning p o litical is­ 
su e in many d istricts fo r the last 
few y ears. 
Argu ments fo r and against the 
co ntro v ersial p ensio n p lan were 
aired in the d ay -lo ng d ebate, 
which at times became tu rbu ­ 
lent. The bill was bro u ght u p 
u nd er carefu lly -laid p lans o f the 
Demo cratic lead ership , req u iring 
the ho u se to accep t it o r reject 
it witho u t changes. 
This strategy , it was generally 
co nced ed o n Cap ito l Hill, was d e­ 
signed by the Demo crats to fo rce 
Rep u blicans 
to 
make 
kno wn 
their p o sitio n o n the p lan. Mo re 
Rep u blicans 
than 
Demo crats 
hav e activ e To wnsend clu bs in 
their d istricts, so me members 
co ntend ed . 
Ho u se o p p o nents o f the mea­ 
su re fo r the mo st p art criticized 
it as imp ractical and to o co st­ 
ly fo r the natio n to u nd ertake. 
Its su p p o rters, o n the o ther 
hand , asserted it wo u ld p ro v id e 
no t o nly ad eq u ate p ensio ns fo r 
the d eserv ing aged , bu t also 
wo u ld stimu late bu siness reco v ­ 
ery and thu s cu t the co sts o f re­ 
lief. 
Merriment entered the d iscu s­ 
sio n sev eral times. Op p o nents 
lau ghed when Rep . Sho rt (R- 
Mo ) jibed : 
“This bill was co nceiv ed in ig­ 
no rance, bo rn in o bscu rity and 
d estined to o bliv io n.” 
In the p arad e o f members to 
the ho u se 
micro p ho nes, Rep . 
(Turn to Pa g e Three) 
ered and d eclared that a “state 
o f mu tiny ” might resu lt if he 
were fo rced to take the Jews 
back to Germany . 
They were refu sed p ermissio n 
to land when they co u ld no t 
sho w Cu ban co nsu lar v isas, p ass­ 
p o rts and Cu ban labo r d ep art­ 
ment p ermits. They carried o nly 
p ro v isio nal p ermits o f the immi­ 
gratio n d ep artment to land as 
trav elers en ro u te to the United 
States where they ho p ed to gain 
ad missio n later. 
The Cu ban cabinet co nsid ered 
the m atter y esterd ay , bu t it was 
u nd ersto o d Presid ent Lared o Bru 
ad hered to a d ecisio n the refu ­ 
gees wo u ld no t be receiv ed . 
The French steamer Santo 
Do mingo , meanwhile, arriv ed at 
the p o rt o f Santiago d e Cu ba 
with nine Jews who were held 
in the immigratio n camp , Cay o 
Du an, fo llo wing o rd ers sent fro m 
Hav ana. 


Yo u ths On Way To 
Swimming Ho le 
Killed In Mishap 


Sey mo u r, Ind ., Ju ne 1 (JP) — 
Harlan Albertso n, 19, d ied to d ay 
o f inju ries su ffered in a tru ck 
accid ent y esterd ay in which 16 - 
y ear-o ld Ru ssell Schill also was 
hu rt fatally and sev ep o ther 
bo y s inju red . 
The nine, all p u p ils in Cro th- 
ersv ille high scho o l, were en 
ro u te to a swimming ho le. 
A tire blew o u t near Cro thers- 
v ille and the tru ck swerv ed into 
a brid ge rail. 
Of the sev en inju red Pau l Si­ 
lence was the mo st serio u sly 
hu rt. He was bro u ght to a ho s­ 
p ital here and treated fo r a bro k­ 
en sho u ld er and chest inju ries. 
Jo hn Sco tt’s arm was bro ken 
and bad ly cu t. The o ther bo y s 
went to d o cto rs to be treated fo r 
mino r cu ts. 
State p o lice said they were in­ 
fo rmed “Chu b” Sweaney , o ne­ 
time high scho o l basketball star, 
was d riv ing.

Wag n er said federal in su ran ce 
wou ld cu t loan rates, after Rep. 
Allen (D-Pa) told the commit­ 
tee y esterday that ban ks cou ld 
n ot make the lon g -term loan s 
requ ired by small firms an d that 
other fin an cial ag en cies charg ed 
from 15 to 18 per cen t in terest. 
“Ban ks hav e in some in stan ces 
refu sed to make these loan s to 
bu sin ess,” Wag n er said, “an d 
then made fu n ds av ailable to 
fin an ce compan ies at 2 an d 3 per 
cen t which in tu rn charg ed 15 to 
18 per cen t.” 
Wag n er s a i d 
g ov ern men t 
fin an cin g in other fields had 
g reatly redu ced in terest charg es 
an d spu rred in v estmen t. 
“The Home Own ers Loan Cor­ 
poration clean ed u p the whole 
situ ation so there is n ot an y 20 
an d 30 per cen t in terest charg ed 
on secon d an d third mortg ag es,” 
he said. 
Similarly , he said, the Federal 
Hou sin g Admin istration had re­ 
du ced “rates down to 4 per cen t 
in man y in stan ces” by in su rin g 
priv ate hou sin g mortg ag es. 
Wag n er said the FHA “has 
broken the jam an d mon ey is g o­ 
in g in to con stru ction at a v ery 
satisfactory rate.” 
The Mead bill wou ld au thorize 
the* RFC to in su re 90 per cen t 
of the loan s u p to $1,000,000. In ­ 
terest rates wou ld be held to 4 
per cen t with repay men t in from 
on e to ten y ears.

3. Amen dmen ts liberalizin g the 
Social Secu rity Act, on which the 
Way s an d Mean s committee has 
n early completed action . 
4. Railroad aid bills, awaitin g 
fin al action by both hou ses. 
On e in formed sen ator said 
Presiden t Roosev elt told leg isla­ 
tiv e leaders y esterday that he 
wou ld like to hav e the n eu trality 
law rev ised at this session , bu t 
that early adjou rn men t wou ld be 
preferable to a lon g -drawn fig ht 
ov er the issu e. 
Democratic leaders said they 
believ ed the fou r-poin t prog ram 
cou ld be en acted by mid-Ju ly , 
bu t con ceded that man y obsta­ 
cles—in clu din g a possible fili­ 
bu ster—wou ld con fron t efforts to 
en act the admin istration propos­ 
al to repeal the arms embarg o 
an d in crease ex ecu tiv e n eu trality 
powers. 
As the Hou se Foreig n Affairs 
committee was called in to a 
closed session today to con sider 
Secretary Hu ll’s n eu trality pro­ 
g ram, some leaders said priv ate­ 
ly there was con siderable dou bt 
whether an y chan g es in the law 
wou ld be approv ed. 
This belief was stren g then ed 
by the fact that the Sen ate For­ 
eig n Relation s committee y ester­ 
day pu t off u n til Ju n e 14 a de­ 
cision on when to con sider the 
Hu ll prog ram. 
Some oppon en ts of the admin ­ 
istration plan wou ld prefer n o 
n eu trality bill at all to the Hu ll 
proposition , sin ce failu re to act 
at this session wou ld leav e in 
effect the ex istin g man datory 
arms embarg o. 
Sen ator Borah (R-Idaho), a 
leader of this g rou p, said: 
“Before they talk abou t ad­ 
jou rn men t the best thin g to do is 
to fin d ou t what kin d of a bill we 
are g oin g to hav e on n eu trality . 
We’v e been callin g these thin g s 
n eu trality bu t we hav en ’t con ­ 
sidered a n eu trality bill y et.” 
Sen ator Ny e (R-ND), an other 
adv ocate of strict n eu trality leg - 


islation , predicted defeat for the 
Hu ll prog ram if it is pressed. 
Aside from the fou r-poin t pro­ 
g ram for other leg islation , Dem­ 
ocratic leaders hope to pu t 
throu g h at an early date the riv ­ 
ers an d harbors an d other civ il 
items in the War Departmen t 
su pply bill, a measu re in creas­ 
in g the $30,000,000,000 limit on 
the g ov ern men t’s bon ded in debt­ 
edn ess to $4 5,000,000,000, an d the 
Ag ricu ltu re Departmen t bill with 
its $338,000,000 of con trov ersial 
farm parity an d su rplu s crop 
remov al fu n ds. 
These appropriation s, added 
by the sen ate to a hou se-ap­ 
prov ed measu re, will be con sid­ 
ered Mon day by a join t sen ate- 
hou se committee. 
A hou se-approv ed bill ex ten d­ 
in g for two y ears the Presiden t’s 
power to rev alu e the dollar an d 
the life of the $2,000,000,000 
stabilization fu n d, is tied u p in a 
sen ate ban kin g su bcommittee.

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ONE COW IN RUSSIA 
According to the Associated Press, residents of 
co-operativ e farms in Ru ssia are spending too 
mu ch time in their own gardens and too little in 
the collectiv e fields. The au thority for this in­ 
formation is Prav da, the official commu nist news­ 
paper. The pu blication complains that some 
farmers hav e gardens ex ceeding the regu lation 
size and two cows when only one is au thorized. 
As a resu lt they shirk the co-operativ e work to 
attend the priv ate task s. 
This information indicates that it tak es more 
than commu nism, propaganda, atheism and 
pu rging to change hu man natu re. The capitalist 
sy stem is fou nded on the theory of the inherent 
desire of the av erage hu man indiv idu al to better 
his situ ation throu gh priv ate effort. Ev en in 
Ru ssia, it seems, the old theory cannot be entirely 
set aside. 
As a matter of fact, Ru ssia is now ev olv ing from 
the old sy stem of commu nism into a mak eshift 
organization. Ju st what it will tu rn ou t to be 
nobody can foretell at this time. Bu t the old 
theories of Marx and Lenin are being thrown 
ov erboard throu gh stern necessity . Ev en the 
speed-u p sy stem, the anathema of enlightened 
work ers the world ov er has been installed in 
Ru ssia, while the old theoretical commu nists who 
believ ed that ev ery thing shou ld be held in com­ 
mon are being pu rged on the theory that they 
hav e been conspiring with the Germans and the 
Japs. 
Stalin is emerging in Ru ssia as a ru thless, iron 
heeled dictator. The common people hav e noth­ 
ing to say abou t their gov ernment despite the 
boast of a new constitu tion. Instead of owning 
all in common the proletariat possess nothing, 
not ev en freedom of thou ght and speech. 
The fact that the Ru ssian peasant can hav e 
only a small garden and one cow, ou ght to mak e 
interesting reading for the American farmer. It 
is what the Moscow-modeled commu nist and 
semi-commu nist mov ements in the United States 
wou ld u ltimately bring him to, were they per­ 
mitted to seize control of the gov ernment. 


WHY CAPITAL DOESN’T FLOW 
Dr. Neil Carothers, Dean of the School Qf Bu si­ 
ness Administration of Lehigh Univ ersity at a 
recent meeting of the National Economy Leagu e 
said: 
“There is now a federal debt of more than 
$40,000,000,000 on the back of ev ery man, woman 
and child in the cou ntry , or $1,5 00 for the av er­ 
age family . The interest on this debt is larger 
than the total cost of the federal gov ernment 
twenty -fiv e y ears ago.” 
While ex penditu re for relief has been neces­ 
sary he stated that “billions hav e been pou red 
into the bottomless pit of waste,” and declared 
that relief cou ld be more generou s today were it 
not for ex trav agance in other directions du ring 
the past few y ears “on the theory that a nation 
can spend its way ou t of depression.” He said 
that the nations now recov ering are those who 
hav e balanced their bu dgets and added: 
“We hav e spent $40,000,000,000 to prov e the u n­ 
sou ndness of a theory that was k nown to be u n­ 
sou nd before the time of Christ. We hav e saddled 
a new debt of $20,000,000,000 on the American 
people and not one single national q u estion has 
been solv ed. 
“Name the great problems that faced the cou n­ 
try in 1933 — depression, u nemploy ment, relief, 
agricu ltu re, labor relations, cu rrency , bank ing, 
the railroads, the u tilities. None of them hav e 
been solv ed. Most of them are grav er problems 
than when the spending started. Where are we 
now? We are in the ninth y ear of depression. We 
are spending more this y ear than any other. We 
hav e been balancing the bu dget ov er the radio 
for six y ears, and we are fu rther away from a 
balanced bu dget than when we started. Ev ery 
ten work ers are su pporting not only themselv es 
bu t one gov ernment employ e.” 
President Roosev elt is reported to hav e ask ed 
the Temporary National Economic Committee 
how to get the nation’s capital flowing again. 
Look ing at the record it wou ld seem that the first 
step shou ld be to jjet rid of New Deal theories, 
lock , stock and barrel.

The Ma rch o f Destiny

A Ta blo idi Histo ry o f Ma nkind

y ou r Historical Atlas) 


Now the scene shifts to the 
other half of the world. 
We hav e noted that the Por­ 
tu gu ese discov ered the sea-rou te 
to Asia and began establishing 
fortified trading towns at the 
same time that the Spanish 
ru shed to loot the Indians of 
America. The English, Du tch, 
and French were soon at the 
heels of the Portu gu ese — and it 
was not many y ears before all 
fou r nations had trading posts 
in the important islands and 
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along the shores of India and 
China. 
Portu gal was too weak to hold 
her early adv antage — the Eng­ 
lish brok e the power of the Du tch 
in a series of nav al battles — and 
then the race lay between France 
and England, althou gh the Por­ 
tu gu ese and the Du tch still con­ 
tinu ed to do a v ery profitable 
bu siness with parts of the Far 
East. 
The 
conflict 
between 
the 
French and English centered in 
India, and ev entu ally the Eng­ 
lish won. India had a teeming 
popu lation of millions of people 
a popu lation that was ren­ 
dered impotent for self-defense 
by the caste sy stem. This sy stem 
had been inv ented by the early 
Ary an inv aders to k eep the black 
man “in his place.” These Ary ­ 
ans ru led that no black man 
cou ld ev er rise abov e his caste. 
They ru led that no one who had 
a single drop of Drav idian blood 
in his v eins cou ld belong to one 
of the Ary an castes. They div ided 
u p both the Ary ans and the Dra- 
v idians into a nu mber of castes, 
ju st to mak e the sy stem more 
complicated. 
They 
arranged 
things so that only the members 
of certain u pper castes cou ld 
bear arms. And they made the 
caste sy stem stick by mak ing it 
part of their religion. 
After this sy stem had been in 
effect for a su fficient nu mber of 
generations the great mass of 
Drav idian Hindu s had lost all in­ 
terest in ev ents. And the resu lt 
of this apathy — this div ision — 
was that almost any body who 
cared to mak e the trip cou ld 
raid or conq u er India. One after 
another, the armies of inv aders 
marched down throu gh the Khy - 
ber Pass and looted the helpless 
cities. 
All throu gh the centu ries the 
raiders came — Ary ans and Per­ 
sians and Macedonians and Mon­ 
gols. Finally the Mongols decid­ 
ed to stay . They fou nded a 
wide-flu ng empire — large nu m­ 
bers of the popu lation became 
Mu hammedans — and there was 
constant fighting between the 
Mu hammedans and the Hindu s. 
Ev en before the collapse of the 
Mongol empire in India, the 
cou ntry had been brok en u p into 
v ariou s separate k ingdoms. Then 
the Tu rcoman ru ler of Persia 
drov e down from the north and 
sa cked Delhi a nd ma de a sha m- 


bles of northern India — leav ing 
the territory so dev astated that 
the Afghans then made no less 
than six su ccessfu l raids within 
a period of twenty y ears — du r­ 
ing which period the Indian 
princes farther to the sou th were 
either too indifferent or too bu sy 
fighting each other to aid those 
in the north. 
This, then, was the state of 
affairs in the distracted penin­ 
su la du ring the y ears when the 
Eu ropeans were landing on its 
shores and bu ilding small forti­ 
fied trading posts and sailing 
home with shiploads of v alu able 
Indian wares. 
The affairs of the English were 
in the hands of the East India 
Trading Company — a company 
of gentlemen-adv entu rers which 
had been chartered by Qu een 
Elizabeth. At the start this com­ 
pany seems to hav e been content 
to trade with the Hindu s with­ 
ou t mak ing any attempt to con­ 
q u er them. 
Bu t the French 
brou ght war to the English in 
India — both sides raised regi­ 
ments of white and nativ e troops 
and made alliances with nativ e 
ru lers — and twelv e y ears before 
the ou tbreak of the American 
Rev olu tion the East India Com­ 
pany owned almost all of India. 
They had driv en ou t the French 
and tak en most of the cou ntry 
from the nativ es. 
Here was the startling spec­ 
tacle of a popu lation of probably 
one hu ndred million people be­ 
ing gov erned — and tax ed — by 
a priv ate corporation — and at 
the same time there were bu t 
some three million people (of 
whom one ou t of each six was a 
negro slav e) in the American 
colonies. 
The Company ru led India with 
v ery little trou ble and mu ch 
abu se of the nativ es — which was 
mere harmless play compared 
with the Spanish idea of the 
proper way to handle nativ es — 
u ntil 1857. In that y ear — nine 
y ears after the United States ac­ 
q u ired California from Mex ico — 
the Company made the casu al 
mistak e of issu ing to its nativ e 
troops a lot of rifle cartridges 
which were greased with animal 
fat. The Hindu troops were im­ 
mediately conv inced that this 
was the grease of the sacred cow. 
The Mu hammedan troops were 
eq u ally conv inced that it was 
the grea se o f the a bo mina ted 


pig. Both sets of fanatics there­ 
u pon arose in rev olt and massa­ 
cred ev ery white man and wom­ 
an and child that they cou ld 
catch. When peace was finally 
restored, and the black men were 
beaten back into su bmission, the 
English crown decided that it 
was high time to tak e charge of 
this priv ate empire — and in 1877 
the English Qu een Victoria was 
formally crowned Empress of 
India. 
There is little more to say . The 
popu lation is now well ov er three 
hu ndred and fifty million v ery 
dark people. The Hindu s and the 
Mu hammedans still hate each 
other as v iciou sly as ev er. The 
cow is still sacred to the one — 
and the pig is still an abomina­ 
tion to the other. The caste sy s- 
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ish in 1814 and bu rned the Cap­ 
itol.” 
Now, ju st 125 y ears later, lack ­ 
ing a few day s, the King and 
Qu een will come u p another set 
of stairs to the rotu nda, and the 
gu ides will hav e to say for gen­ 
erations to come: 
“Up these stairs came the 
British in 1814 and bu rned the 
Capitol, bu t u p THESE stairs 
came the King and Qu een and 
bu rned u p half of Washington’s 
flu ttery society .”

As fiv e “streng th throu gh joy ” 
ship s bore them slowly u p th e 
Elbe, after sev eral hou rs of delay 
by fog, th e soldiers of the Condor 
Legion were salu ted by

M arshal H erm ann W ilhelm Goe- 
ring on behalf of R eichsfu ehrer 
Hitler. 
Goering stood on th e bridge of 
the y acht Ham bu rg, beam ing ex ­ 
p ansiv ely and obv iou sly p rou d of 
the m en of his air force who were 
being hailed by the p ress 
as 
Franco’s m ightiest arm “in the 
defense of Eu rop e against Bol­ 
shev ism .” 
Six torp edo boats led the sea 
p arade into H am bu rg 
harbor. 
The homecom ing troop s, in gray - 
green u niform s, were lined u p in 
p recise m ilitary form ations on 
the deck s. 
Most of th e m en were of tfie

PAVILION OF CZECHS 


New Yo rk, May 31 (IP)— Dr. Ed­ 
u ard Benes, fo rmer p resident o f 
Czecho -Slo v akia, dedicated his 
“gho st” co u ntry 's p av illio n a t the 
New Yo rk Wo rld’s Fair to day 
with a challenge to the legality 
o f the Germ an p ro tecto rate o v er 
Czecho -Slo v akia and a p redic­ 
tio n th a t “the co ming o f liberty 
fo r the Czech p eo p le is inev it­ 
able.” 
“The times seem dark fo r u s 
and fo r the fate o f all small na­ 
tio ns in Eu ro p e,” Dr. Benes said, 
“bu t thanks to this great land o f 
freedo m and its demo cratic go v ­ 
ernm ent, we Czechs, Slo v aks and 
Carp atho Ru ssians still can sho w 
to the wo rld ho w an hu mble y et 
free and demo cratic p eo p le can 
wo rk—and why th a t p eo p le will 
nev er die.” 
The p av ilio n, o ne o f the m ajo r 
edifices in the fo reign sectio n, 
was begu n befo re German tro o p s 
m arched into Czecho -Slo v akia 
and since then has been m ain­ 
tained, as cited by an inscrip ­ 
tio n o n the facade, “by its friends 
in America.” 
Dr. Benes, recalling th a t the 
United States “refu sed to reco g­ 
nize the o ccu p atio n by m ilitary 
fo rce o f the Rep u blic df Czecho ­ 
slo v akia and co ntinu es to reco g­ 
nize the rep resentativ es o f the 
Czecho -Slo v ak rep u blic as the 
o nly rep resentativ e o f the Czec­ 
ho -Slo v ak p eo p le in this co u n­ 
try ,” declared: 
“This act o f internatio nal law 
and o rder, o r ju stice and fair­ 
ness, has help ed u s to u nderline 
in the face o f the who le wo rld 
the so u nd, firm basis o f the legal 
bx ictence o f o u r state—in sp ite o f 
w hat hap p ened in Eu ro p e du ring 
the last m o nths.”
